Gary, chairman of the United States Steel 
‘corporation, made an unusual speech here 
to-night. He said that unless capitalists— 
rich men, powergil men—take a lead in 
trying to improve the condition of mankind 
great changes will come and they will come 
mighty quick, and the mob will bring them.

Washington, D. C., Feb, 10.—Brig. Gen. d. 
H. Whipple, retiring paymaster general of 
the army; today told the house committee 
on expenditures in the war department that 
charges‘ of conduct unbecoming an officer 
and a gentleman against Maj. Beecher B. 
Ray of the army pay corps had been sup- 
pressed at the suggestion of President Taft. 
Ray, it is charged, took an active part in 
the Taft campaign of 1908 and his political 
activity has been under investigation by the 
congreasional committee. 

It has been charged that Maj. Ray acted as | 
a walking delegate for the Republican 
party. 


Taft Protects Maj. Ray. 

Gen. Whipple said Maj. Ra} twice had 
escaped trial on charges which he, the gen- 
eral, believed warranted prosecution. He 
said he went to Beverly in 1910 to see the 
president and that Mr. Taft had dictated a 
letter in his presence advising that for the 
honor of the army and the good name of a 
woman, stories of the major’s acquaintance 
with the wife of an employe of the pay de- 
partment be kept from the records. 

This letter and two others by President 
Taft were put in the record to show the 
political. connections of Maj. Ray. The pay- 
master was appointed to the army after 
serving in the campaign of 1896 under Mark 
Hanna in rounding up the railway train- 
men's vote. He is said to have done similar 


work in the campaign of 1006 for President 
Taft. 


President’s Brother Named. 

In one of his letters President Taft said 
Maj. Ray had been active in the campaign 
at the instance of hie (the president's) broth- 
er, and added that he feared Maj. Ray had 
“presumed” on the value of the service 
rendered. 

Gen. Whipple stated that Maj. Ray recent- 
ly was transferred from Atlanta to Chicago. 
No reason for the transfer was given 
Gen. Whipple said, and there waa no streas 
of public business warranting it. 

Gen. Whipple's testimony indicated that 
bé gave credence to the army rumor that 
Maj. Ray bas a political pull.“ 

) MAJ. RAY’S DENIAL. 

“There is absolutely no foundation for 
the.charges, if they have been repeated,” 
said Maj. Beecher B. Ray yesterday at the 
federal building.. “I went to Washington 
about eight months ago and appeared per- 
sonally before the military committee dnd 
the committee on expenditures, before whom 
the investigation of the charges concerning 
my conduct wasmade. They were concluded 
and I was told that I was no longer needed 
in Washington.

St. Louis 
an Washington have the smallest num- 
ber of triumphs to ‘heir credit, the Sena- 
torial outfit being last in spite of the re- 
cent poor showing of the Browns.

The 154 game schedule came into vogue in 
1904, in which season Boston won the pen- 
pant, Since then the championship has 
one to the Athletics in 1008, to the White 
Sox in 1906, to Detroit in 1907, 1908, and 
1909, then back to the Athietics in 1010 and 
1911. One would naturally expect from that 
allotment of pennants that the Tigers and 
Athletics would be fairly evenly matched in 
the matter of games won for that period, 
each having annexed three pennants, and 
that the White Sox and Boston, with one 
championship apiece, would be bunched 
around third place. 

But both Philadelphia and Chicago were 
much more consistent performers than De- 
troit and Boston during the period covered, 
and if the White Sox had not slumped so 
badly in the last three seasons they weuld 
be right on the heels of the Athletics.

Donnelly possessed extraordinary length 
of arm. It is stated that he could button 
his knee breeches below the knee without 
stooping. Zodlogy was not so well under- 
stood then, but his length of arm gained him 
the name of the “ human gorilla.” It is not 
recorded that any one dared use this pseu- 
donym to his face. 

The Ipishman had .a pecullar manner of 
fighting, holding his head far back and lean- 
ing to the right, a posé often seen in the pic- 
tures of other old time fighters. Although 
an active man and capable of pretty foot- 
work, he seldom retreated. His forte was to 
stand right up, giving and receiving punish- 
ment. He seldom had marks after a fight, 
and scarcely a scar or disfigurement at the 
end of his career. 

Donnelly. visited England in 1819, giving 
exhibitions in the large cities. He never met 
Cribb, but fought Tom Oliver and beat him, 
although the Irish champion was anything 
but fit at the time. He and Cooper subse- 
quently gave public exhibitions in Ireland. 
Then a Dubii liquor merchant established 
him in a publie house in Capel street, Dublin. 
He died in 1820, a tremendousy popular fig- 
ure in Dublin. More than 50,000 people at- 
tended his funeral. 


The records are not T clear as to Donnelly’s 
age, and a- correspondent . to whom I am 
greatly indebted for many details states 
that he was born probably in 1788 or 1782.

Had and Lost.

OWD I happen to get down and out? 
It was this way: I've never bad a 
chance to go to school in my Ute, 
and a guy don't stand much show 
these days unless he's had some ecu- 
cation: After my mother died—i . u 12 
years old then—1 didn't have any home and 
no one to look after me, so it was pretty 
tough sledding. My father was a lawyer in 
Brooklyn, but he deserted us when I was 
only 3 years old. Motber took in sewing 
and kept us going all fight when she wasn é 
sick. After I got old enough to work i got 
a job in a paint shop, but it only lasted a 
few months. 

We moved to Chicago during the world's 
fair and mother died that same year. I al 
ways wanted to be a lawyer, but after I was 
left alone I lost all my ambition ard ran 
away one day with another boy. At Gien- 
wood, III., we were arrested for stealing 
a ride on a train and I was sent to the state 
industrial school. 1 was there a year and 
a half, and that was the nearest I ever came 
to going to school. When my time was up 
a farmer adopted me and took me to his 
place near Whittemore, Ia. I'll never forget 
‘him, He made me work from 4 in the morn+ 
ing till 8 o’clock every night. Besides milk: 
ing twenty-six cows I had to help in the 
field. After putting up with it for five 
weeks I ran away. 

I beat my way to Kansas City and gota 
job in a penny arcade at $8 a week. That 
job lasted three months. Then I rode the 
. bumpers back to Chicago and peddled hand 
day. That wasn't regular 
work, though. Some weeks I only put in 
two or three days, so I quit and got 4 job 
as assistant night clerk in a rooming house. 
I held that for over a year, and only quit 
because the place went out of business. 


Then I went to Mendota, IIL, and worked 
as water boy for a Northwestern railroad 
gang. I got 1a day and my board. Isaved 
up $40, and then one day I. quit and went 
back to Chicago. The first night a fellow 
robbed me of all I had.

A European -scientist has evolved a plan 
whereby furs can be made absolutely moth- 
proof. It is only the skin to 

Furs Can Be which the fur is attached 
Made that attracts these creatures. 

The idea, therefore, suggests 

Moth-Proof. vie to substitute some other 
material not adapted as food for vermin, in 
place of the naturabskin, and has been suc- 
cessfully accomplished in the following man- 
ner: The fur is stretched upon a wooden 
frame and is then dipped, hair side down; in 
a flat dish, the dish being filled with water 
and placed, with the fur, in a refrigerating 
room and allowed to freeze. When the fur 
is frozen to a solid block the skin is sawed 
off with a circular saw. It can be further 
utilized for the manufacture ofleather. The 
eurface of the ice. block is allowed to melt 
down a small distance so as to bring out the 
ends of the hairs, and then a number of layers 
of rubber solution are applied. After this has 
set the ice block is melted off, leaving the hair 
firmly rooted in the rubber. The result per- 
fectly resembles natural fur, but differs from 


it in being quite unassailable by vermin.

I wish to give my experience in 3 
pin money.

The secret 
of good salads is in the dressing and the

mustard in their salad dressing-I put sugar 
m mine. The only use for mustard in my 
estimation is external’ use.

For some 

time he has successfully fified the position of operator. The operator of a wireless 

outfit depends almost exclusively on hearing, and as that sense is génerally highly 

developed in persons who have lost their sight they are especially well qualified to fil) 
such positions, 

Some people have the erroneous idea that-a 6 indicates the wording of a 8 
message. On the contrary, the operator sits with telephone receivers at his ears and 
hears the ticking of the message as it is transmitted through the air. The same code 
that other telegraph companies use in sending messages by wire is employed in dispatching 
wireless telegrams. 

Experts in wireless telegraphy declare there is no reason why blind persons should 
not make just as good operators as those in possession of all their faculties and they believe 
the success attained by Ellis will be the means of developing a new Geld for blind workers:

The money will be turned over to the 
Infant Welfare society, so that it can en- 
large the scope of its wor 
The purpose of the organisation is to keep 
babies well by care and supervision, by in- 
structing the mothers in the rules of hygiene, 
‘and by furnishing certified milk below cost. 


— 
There are ten stations established in the 


different parts of the city, in the districts 
where infant mortality has been especially 
high. To, these the mothers come once a 
week. There are two conferences held at 
the station weekly. Each of the mothers’ 
meetings average twenty-five in attendance. 
The different physicians, many of whom are 
infant specialists and authorities on chil- 
dren’s diseases, give talks and demonstra- 
tions on the proper feeding, washing, and 
caring for infants. The physicians weigh 
the babies, tell the mothers about their spe- 


cial cases, and then the nurses follow up the 


care of these infants in the homes. ‘The 
nurse watches the mother to see if the baby 
is being bathed properly, given nourishing 
milk, and enough fresh air. 

~~ 


The Infant Welfare society is doing a great 
work in reducing infant mortality in the 
city and helping mothers to rear strong, fine 
children. As one devoted Italian mother 
told me at a conference: It we had had 
such conferences when my first baby came 
I should never have lost my darling.” Hun- 
dreds of mothers feel the same about the ef- 
forts of the society. 

The nurses make from seventy-five to 
100 visits a week. It is interesting to know 
that the death rate of infants—4 per cent— 
is small in Chicago. New York has an in- 
fant death rate of 10 per cent and Berlin 
has about 25 per cent.

That is, some part of 
his machine smashes up before he does. 

But when the airman dies (about seventy-five of 
them died last year in different parts of the world), 
there is always a crowd of eager, bold young fellows 
waiting for his place.
